Under the capable leadership of their officers (R. Burke, president; J. Downey, vice-president; 
P. Dodge, secretary; J. Furdon, treasurer) and the faculty adviser, Mr. Moyle, this year’s Student 
Council members continued their campaign to bring about a closer relationship between the council 
and the student body.
